If it were not for the accident 
th a t the conference is being held 
In W ashington, the United States 
alone would have bad to assume 
a leadership In the movement to 
m ediate the dispute. 
This was 
fraught with considerable anxie­ 
ty as the United States govern­ 
m ent did not feel any too com­ 
fortable when it tried to solve the 
Chlle-Peru dispute over 
Tacna- 
Arica. 
A certain am ount of an­ 
ti-American feeling m anifests it­ 
self whenever th e United States 
essays the role of m ediator.

Washington, Dec. 12—(ZP)—Limits 
ed debate, the lever used by tim 
senate to loosen legislative jama,

The limitation 
received unani­ 
mous approval today, and begin 
ning at 3 o’clock tomorrow after­ 
noon senators will be allowed only 
fifteen minutes each in which to 
express views on a subject which 
ha« filled the Congressional Record 
with hundreds of thousands, if not 
millions, of words. 
House Speeds Ahead. 
The decision to 
limit 
debate 
came suddenly, and if a reasonably 
early vote can be obtained the 
senate still has time to catch up 
with its quicker moving neighbor, 
the bouse. 
That branch of con­ 
gress continued today to put action 
into its deliberations by passing a 
number of bills designed to help 
tho navy, notably measures to in­ 
crease the cost of repairs and al­ 
teration" on several battleships.

the heir to the throne once more 
a t home, the finest surgeons of 
the kingdom today made two des­ 
perate efforts to. save the life of 
King George. 
They performed 
two successful operations, one this 
morning and another more seri­ 
ous tonight. 
The condition of 
his 
majesty 
was considered 
satisfactory and 
the hopes of his people 
for 
his 
recovery are rapidly rising 
from 
the despondency of the last 
two 
critical days. 
IMeurial F luid Removed 
This morning a puncture 
was 
made to remove 
some 
of 
the 
pleural fluid around the base of 
the right lung. It was indicated 
th a t further drainage would 
be 
required. 
The 
bulletin 
issued 
hours after the 
operation 
said: 
"The slight improvement in the 
king’s condition noted this morn­ 
ing is maintained. Some purulent 
fluid around th e base of the right 
lung has been removed by punc­ 
ture this morning 
and 
further 
drainage will lie necessary.” 
Since last Friday the 
physi­ 
cians had been exploring by nee­ 
dle and X-ray for 
the 
effusion. 
The infection which had been lo­ 
calized in the right lung spread 
generally throughout 
the 
body 
and this was what gave rise 
to 
the grave anxiety of the last 48 
hours. The king’s rally last night 
Just before the Prince of 
Wales 
completed his dramatic 
journey 
from Africa followed what doc­ 
tors describe*as an alm ost piirac-t 
ulous return of 
localized 
infec­ 
tion Instead of the general 
in­ 
fection. 
W ill Pow er H elpful 
The doctors seized the 
oppor­ 
tunity to begin aggressive treat­ 
ment. 
With the morning opera­ 
tion successful, another was per­ 
formed this evening, after w’hleh 
a bulletin was issued saying, “an 
operation on the king for drain­ 
age of the right side of the chest 
has been successfully 
performed 
this evening. 
The condition 
of 
his majesty is satisfactory.” 
The fact that the king has been 
able to maintain his strength de­ 
spite the ravages of the disease 
during the last three weeks was 
one of the principal contributing 
factors to thq success of the op­ 
eration. 
It could not have been 
carried out without the helpful 
determination of the king to do 
everything possible to get well. 
Sir Rigby Operates 
The operation this evening was 
performed by Sir 
Hugh 
Rigby, 
honorary surgeon 
to 
the 
king 
since 1917. He is senior surgeon 
at the London hospital 
and 
Is 
surgeon to the 
Poplar 
hospital 
for accidents. He was surgeon to 
the household of the late Queen 
Alexandra and has been surgeon 
in ordinary 
to 
the 
Princo 
of 
Wales since 1923, 
The operation was finished at 
7:50 p. m. and the cheerful news 
was conveyed to the 
Prince 
of 
Wales and the Duke and Duchess 
of York, who had stayed ' with 
Queen Mary during the ordeal. 
The succinct medical 
bulletin 
was broadcast by radio and was 
given to press representatives and 
posted at the palace gates. It was

made by 200 policemen and fire­ 
men. 
Machine guns, riot guns, 
pis­ 
tols, rifles and tear bombs were 
used by the besiegers 
and 
the 
youth was shot when a 
police 
squad, behind steel shields, forc­ 
ed entrance to the 
three 
story 
brick building and fired 15 bul­ 
lets into his body as he attempted 
to train his shotgun on 
them. 
Despite his injuries and the fact 
that a policeman’s bullet passed 
entirely through his 
skull, 
the 
youth lived for two hours.

youth throughout the siege were 
three sisters and 
two 
brothers, 
one of them only a baby. 
They 
huddled together in

equalizing assessments on cutover 
land ti insure equitable taxation 
und reduce tin* return of delin­ 
quent lands to the state. 
Representatives of tile Michigan 
Conservation Congress, which is 
holding session here, told the gov­ 
ernor that 
local 
assessors 
fre­ 
quently place values on cutover 
land far in excess of its market 
worth. 
The only recourse for the 
owners is to let it go back to the 
state, they said. 
Several holders 
of large tracts said they would 
retain their land and pay taxes if 
a fair assessment is made. 
Tile congress elected Arthur W. 
Stace, of Ann 
Arbor, 
president, 
Shirley W. Alien, of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan, secretary, and 
George 
F. 
Roxburgh, 
of 
Reed 
City; 
George 
Blair, 
Jackson; 
George McCullom, Detroit; John 
M. Bush, Negaunee, and Fred. K. 
George, of Grand Rapids, direc­ 
tors. 
Resolutions were adopted advo­ 
cating state ownership of tile Tail- 
quainenon Falls, Pictured Rocks 
and other spots of scenic value. 
The establishment of a third na­ 
tional forest in tile upper penin­ 
sula, in Marquette, Ontonagon and 
Iron counties, was urged. 


Washington, Dec. 12—(ZP)—Scarce­ 
ly 24 hours after her withdrawal 
from the Pun-American conference 
on arbitration and conciliation, Bo­ 
livia today signified her desire to 
return to the parley so that her 
dispute with Paraguay would not 
interfere witli the body’s efforts to 
ban war from tho Americas. 
The inadvisability of withdraw­ 
ing had boou conveyed to tho Bo­

Minister Medina of Bolivia

Paraguay as long as the latter did 
not repulr what Bolivia regards as 
the wrong silo inflicted 
In 
last 
week’s frontier clash. 
Together with Seorenry Kellogg’s 
appeal for a reconsideration of the 
withdrawal, the American minister 
in Ut Paz simultaneously was in­ 
structed to exhort Bolivia to re­ 
enter the conference and to point 
out tile greater benefits that would 
accrue to her international posi­ 
tion if elie participated in the Pau- 
American parley. 
Further, Bolivia was invited to 
change her attitude on the whole 
subject of conciliation of her dis­ 
pute with Paraguay.

FOUR TIMES ON 
BOOZE CHARGE 


FIRST OF HER SEX TO 
FEEL STING OF 
NEW CODE

Lansing. Mich., Dec. 12—(ZP)—A 
woman whose case may split tho 
stat© legislature today sobbingly 
protested her innocence when sh© 
was convicted of a so-called minor 
crim© wilful may place her behind 
prison bars for life. 
Etta Mae Miller, the first of her 
sex to fall under the shadow' of the 
habitual criminal act with its man­ 
datory life sentence provision, sat 
in her cell tonight, dazed at a situ­ 
ation she cannot comprehend. 
“I am innocent,” she protested. 
“They cannot send me to prison 
for life.” 
Woman Resents Officers. 
Then eh© spat resentment at the 
officers who 
arrested 
her. 
The 
complex works of justice seemed 
more than she could understand. 
Sh© spoke of the ten children sh© 
had brought into the 
world, 
as 
though that should surely mitigate 
against imprisonment. 
Long hours 
at hard work in factories, drudgery 
over the washtub, an unceasing 
struggle for funds to keep the fam­ 
ily roof intact, and the slender 
larder provided. She could not un­ 
derstand how these things could 
be and still the probability of pris­ 
on exist. 
The appearance of the woman, 
who is 48 years old. does not be­ 
speak luxury. 
She is not fam iliar 
with circles in which jail is con­ 
sidered a disgrace. 
Three tim es 
.before she bae been in penal insti­ 
tutions-alw ays for liquor law vio­ 
lations. 
H usband Serving Term. 
H er hubsand, Alvin, is in Jack­ 
son now. Ho was sentenced a few 
months ago for selling liquor. She 
much impressed with Ute 
tb it fefj (f “doing a stretch.” 
not aghast a t the thought 
her husband is a prison in­ 
mate. 
But this life imprisonment threat 
for a violation of the dry laws to 
her is incomprehensible. 
Th© case against her was based 
on the charge that two detectives, 
driving past her house and know­ 
ing her record, boca mo suspicious 
when they saw her hand bottles to 
two men in a car.

That Is a grotesque sort 
of 
thing to happen in a country that 
prides itself on its efficiency, its 
education and its general enlight­ 
enment. 
But it is quite well at­ 
tested; indeed, the Investigating 
officers suspect that one or two 
other murders in the same neigh­ 
borhood can be raced to the same 
source.

Your Health

BEFORE the Fifth Internation­ 
al Congress for 
Industrial 
Acci­ 
dents and Occupations, held re­ 
cently in Budapest, 
Sir 
Thomas 
Oliver, one of the 
most 
widely 
known authorities on industrial 
diseases, considered the influence 
of industrial poisons on the diff­ 
erent bodily organs. 
One of the most serious of in­ 
dustrial poisons is lead, toward 
which human beings react in dif­ 
ferent ways. 
Factors In Lea*] Poison. 
Much depends on 
the 
speed 
with which the lead is absorbed 
in the body; the age of the patient 
is important, ainee young persons 
are more likely to be affected by 
lead than older ones; women also 
seem to be more seriously affect­ 
ed by lead than are men. In one 
case a healthy girl, 18 years of 
age. died from the effects of the 
lead on her brain after working 
in a white lead factory 
for 
six 
weeks. 
The more delicately organized 
the tissue of the body, the less re­ 
sistance to poisons; hence alcohol 
and lead affect th e ,nerve c e n te r s 
of the brain earlier than the oth­ 
er tissue of the body. Among the 
earliest tissues affected by leal 
poisoning also are the blood and 
the blood forming organs. 
In most cases under the condi­ 
tions of Industry, the worker re­ 
ceives small doses of 
lead 
day 
after day. so th at 
symptoms 
of 
poisoning may arise 
for several 
years. 
However, because of the 
effects of the lead on 
the blood, 
the possibility of lead poisoning 
may be determined by examining 
the blood long before the obvious 
symptoms develop. 
It is the general opinion that 
workers in the lead industry in 
the course of time develop chang­ 


es in their blood vessels and are 
likely to have high blood 
pres­ 
sure. Their death rate from brain 
hemorrhage is larger than that of 
workers in other occupations. 
The constant absorption of the 
lead also affects the kidneys, and 
these changes may be responsible 
for the changes in the blood ves­ 
sels. 
Frequent Examinations. 
A single dose 
of lead 
seldom 
give* rise to symptoms, but 
if 
small quantities 
are 
repeatedly 
passed into 
the 
body, 
chronic 
changes develop. After death lead 
can be found in the liver, the kid 
/Deva, the brain arid the bones. 
It is because of the danger of 
small doses taken in 
repeatedly 
over long periods 
of 
time that 
modern industries in which h ad 
is employed arrange for frequent 
examinations of all workers so 
that the dangers may be offset be­ 
fore permanent changes take place 
in the body.

Rely On N ew spapers. 
M ore farm ers rely on the news­

survey b rought o u t. Of th e farm s 
included in the survey, 
it 
was 
found th a t 31.4 p e r cent w ere de­

January IO, because they felt that 
no new solution of the draft prob­ 
lem had been offered by the minor 
leaguers In the meeting at Toronto 
last week. 
In deciding to disre­ 
gard the minor league draft meet­ 
ing. the American League owners 
followed the National League mag­ 
nates, who made a similar decision 
at their meeting in New York ye«- 
tcrdfiiy# 
Not an American League club 
owner or manager could be found 
who was in favor of the drastic 
change in the rules suggested b> 
the National League executive. 
Ernest S. Barnard, president of 
the American League, said that al­ 
though no formal vote was taken 
on the proposal, an informal dis­ 
cussion disclosed that lf the propo­ 
sition were to be presented at the 
joint meeting tomorrow, it would 
meet with 
unanimous opposition 
from the junior circuit. 
“The proposed change would not 
prove practical,“ President Barnard 
said.

argued that such alcohol would be 
a substitute for gasoline. 
The claim vs that by making use 
of

molasses, 
which 
is 
thrown off as a by-product of sugar, 
and producing a finished product, 
namely alcohol, a great quantity of 
the raw material which Is now be­ 
ing shipped to other countries for 
distillation would remain in Cuba. 
At 
the 
same time 
additional 
money would, according 
to 
the 
project, remain and be spent here 
for the buying of the finished prod­ 
uct. 
Should alcohol 
really be used 
where gasoline is now utilized, it 
will bring about some radical ef­ 
fects, it is pointed out. 
The prin­ 
cipal effect would be the elimina­ 
tion of the consumption tax placed 
upon gasoline. 
In one way this 
might be considered disastrous to 
the financial interests of the coun- 
i try. but this is more than counter­ 
balanced when it is shown that all 
of the money for the gasoline sub­ 
stitute would be spent bere and for 
a home product, It is pointed out. 
The many inventions seeking to 
supplant gasoline by alcohol have 
hitherto been uncussessful. it is 
shown, and therefore many shrewd 
observers are prone to say that the 
whole matter rests entirely on the 
possibility of substituting alcohol 
for gasoline.
